NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


A mistaken impression seems to have been created in the minds of some 
who have not carefully perused our recent communications on the Jewish 
Question in Russia, It seems to. have been hastily assumed that we had 
given currency to the idea that a relaxation of the. regulations which 
affect the Jews in Itussia would be brought about by reason of external 
influence having been exercised upon the Russian Government. Nothing 
could be more mistaken or more likely to lead to unfortunate efiects.. What 
has occurred is that an opportunity having offered itself to enquire as to the 
attitude that would be likely to be adopted under the new Tsar towards the 
Jews’ satisfactory assurances were given, which were accepted in good faith ; 
and we see no reason whatever why any donbt should be expressed regarding 
those assurances. We have ample grounds for believing that our recent

communications convey quite accurately the present view taken in the highest 


Russian official circles regarding the Jews. Our brethren have so long 
borne their grievous troubles in patience, that it would ill-become leading 
men among them to cast doubts upon hopes of amelioration, which we 
believe to be well-founded. As we have before pointed out there is not 
likely to be promulgated any sensatiopal scheme of emancipation. The more 
gradual and deliberate the work of liberation and rehabilitation, the 1 more 
certain and Jasting will be its effects. 


By the interesting reminiscences of the late Baroness Charles ie 
Rothschild, which Lady Lindsay contributes to our columns this week, 
creat gap is filled in our knowledge of a loveable character, whose antiring | 
deeds of public and private charity but faintly limned her bright and gentle 
individuality to those who had not the good fortune to enjoy her iatimacy. 
It is exceedingly pleasant to he afforded this glimpse of a sympathetic and 
cultured woman, who inspired among her friends and relatives so much true 
reverence and affection. Lady Lindsay, the daughter of the Baroness’s elder 
sister, Hannah Mayer, who it will be remembered miarried the Hon. Henry 
Fitzroy something over a half a century ago, fills out the biographical : sketch 
of her Jamented aunt published in these columns three weeks ago, until it 
takes the form of an exceedingly charming and vivid piece of portraiture. 
The description of the Baroness's life at Giinthersburg, near Frankfort, bears a 
singular resemblance to that of her gifted and beloved sister-in-law, the 
Baroness Lionel, at Gunnersbury, a resemblance which is curiously marked 
by the phonetic similarity of the names of the vwo houses. Strange to say, | 
this is not the only coincidence of the kind which unites the Rothschild 
families of London and Frankfort, for the old Stunmhaus inthe Judengasse 
bore in its day the same number that is now affixed to the family mansion in 
Piccadilly. Lady Lindsay’s mother, of whom we also obtaia one or two 
glimpses in her daughter’s reminiscences, is, like her sister, frequently 
referred to in the diaries of Sir Moses and Lady Montefiore. When in 1827 
this estimable couple started on their first pilgrimage to the Holy Land, 
their niece, Hannah Rothschild, was the last of their relatives to bid them 
farewell. On their way from Park Lane to the Dover Road they stopped 
in Piccadilly, “ where,” writes Lady Montefiore in her journal, ‘all were 


wrapped in repose except my dear young friend Hannah Meyer, who rose at 
the sound of the carriage. 


The three daughters of old Nathan Meyer Rothschild were as accom- 
plished as they were beautiful and amiable. Their cultivated tastes were no 
doubt largely inherited from their mother, who belonged to a family which 
has always been distinguished in the Anglo-Jewish community for its high 
intelligence. All the children of Barent Levi Cohen were exceedingly well 
educated, and several of them have left behind them solid evidences of their 
lettered tastes. It is interesting in this connection to learn from Lady 
Lindsay that her grandmother, the Baroness Hannah de Rothschild, was in 
the habit of writing letters in rhyme to her daughters. Her sister, Judith 
Montefiore, not only wrote poems, but also printed some of them, and on one 
occasion she entered into asort of poetical tourney with Dr. Madden: lor music, 
the late Baroness Charles seems to have had an especial gift. It was no mere 
fashionable accomplishment, but an integral part of her highly emotional 
temperament. ‘The story which Lady Lindsay tells of the old Hebrew 
_ Professor who used to teach—or was supposed to teach—the sacred tongue 
to her mother and aunt, would seem to show that even in the old-fashioned 
days at. the beginning of the century secular accomplishments were more 
highly considered than religious training. It would be unfair, however, to 
draw so sweeping a conclusion from a mere anecdote which has probably 
become legendary on account of its humourous flavour, and which, moreover, 
is not borne out by the true piety and strong Jewish spirit of the late 
Baroness. 

Atthe present moment when the entire body of Jews in France are being 
vilified by an ignoble section of the Parisian press for a crime alleged to have 
been committed by a Jewish officer, it is gratifying to note the promotion of two 
Jews to one o /the highest grades in the Army, Colonel Aron, of the 29th 
Regiment and Colonel Wolff, of the 15th Regiment of Artillery, have both 
been classed in the Artillery as Generals of Brigade. The Jewish Generals 
in France now form a very respectable number, and bat two or three 
additions would be required to make a minyan. Among tlie best known of 
| these officers may be named General Lambert, who was at one time 
Commandant of the Garrison of Paris and Commander’ in Chief of the 
‘French Army in Tunis, General Sée, and General Lévy, but their Jewish 
comrades of the same grade are no less distinguished than they for their 
| brilliantservices. Anothersatisfactory and perhaps even more significant incident 
has to be recorded in confection with the official celebration of the New Year.

Some time ago a Conimittee was nominated by the Archbishops of 
Canterbury and York to consider the present condition of Voluntary Schools. 
They have jnst presented their report, and it may be observed that the 
recommendations it embodies were anticipated in these columns. The 
report points ont that in consequence of the growing demands of the Nduca- 
tion Department there has arisen “a growing insufficiency of school incomes 
to meet school expenditure.” The position is aggravated by the operation 
of the Elementary Education Act of T891, which substitutes a fee grant for 
fees formerly paid by parents, who may now demand free education for their 
children in Denominational Schools, and by the increasing disinclination of 
the general public to subscribe to the funds of the Voluntary Schools, now 
that a rate is levied on them for the maintenance of the Board Schools, As3 
we pointed out last week, it is to Imperial rather than to local aid that 
Voluntary Schools must look for the means of redressing these inequalities. 
The extension of rate aid to Voluntary Schools would almost of necessity 
involve their being brought under the ratepayers’ control, and so losiig some- 
thing of their denominational character. But it is believed that the tinfe has 


now arrived when, to meet Mr. Acland’s demands for the alteration and. 


extension of school buildings, the Imperial grant should be raised from 
17s. 6d. to a guinea, and also that Voluntary Schools, which effect a saving 
in the School Board rate, should themselves be exempted from paying rates. 


Further it is suggested that the State should take upon itself the payment 
of all teachers, 


alike in Voluntary Schools and in Board Schools. 
Nominally the report only deals with Church Schools, but its conclusions 
practically apply to Voluntary Schools of all denominations. Only in the

Indoors, the house was a veritable museum ; silver cups, antique sisekinoed, 
gold and jeweled treasures galore. But my aunt, dressed in her plain black 
woollen gown, preferred to make her way to the Clementina Hospital—her own 
pet scheme and creation—built in memory of a dear daughter. There, under the 


skilled treatment of her old friend, Dr. Dubarry, eighteen little girls of any — 


creed or country were nursed from sickness back to health. It was pretty to see 
the small creatures propped up in bed, playing with dolls and toys, or hopping 


about on crutches, or sitting together in close confabulation—all of them as 


happy as physical ills would permit, all of them smiling and bright and clean 
Everything possible was dark blue and white, 7.e., the children’s clothes, the bed- 
furniture, coverlets, &c.; everything was fresh and dainty. ‘‘ Our great diffi- 
culty,” the nurse said, “is that the children don't like going away. They cry 


when they have to ba sent away; we dare not tell them -till the moment has | 


come.” 
Perhaps I may here record that, during the Franco-German war, my aunt 
turned her own house into a hospital. 


Active as she was almost within the last year of her life—and she lived to 
be seventy-four—my aunt could be very fond of her chimney-corner. She was 


a great reader, though she often worked shawls in crochet or played games of 


patience for relaxation. No one had a better knowledge of the English, French, 
and German literature of the day. It was delightful to “talk books” with her. 
She herself wrote stories and essays from time to time, though Ido not think 
she published these. Uer correspondence must have occupied a considerable 
time. She was fond of receiving letters. Her daughters,.who as much as pos- 
sible stayed with her in turn, were yet mostly far away in their own homes, and 
from them she -heard constantly, and to them she wrote, as well as to other 
relatives and various friends in different countries. Perhaps her favourite 
correspondent was ler sister-in-law and namesake, who was also her oldest 
friend ~Louisa, Lady de Rothschid. I myself used to write to her what I 
called “a chronicle’’ once every month or thereabouts. Alas! I was actually 
about to take up my pen to write at the very moment when I received the news 
of her sudden death—1: grievous shock indeed to all who loved her. 
Azrael came as she had wished. She dreaded old age ; she had but Just begun 
to taste the helplessness of it. Once we spoke of sudden death, agreeing on the 
subject. “ How immeasurably more merciful,’ she said, “ would such sudden- 
ness be than a slow lingering illness, incurable, weighing down the mental as 
weil as the physical courage of the sufferer!” It is possible, even for those who 
are most faithful and believing, not to fear death, yet to fear dying. 

I have no more to add. In my memory remain—firmly, lovingly engraven 
- -some words from the last letters to me written by her of whom I am gutbering 
these slender threads of recollection. “{ do wish you could come and spend a 
few weeks with me here,” she wrote. “One sees so little of thuse one loves. 
- . . I think I could make you comfortable.” 

I was ill when the last letter reached me; but it had crossed a letter of 
mine to her. She knew how sincerely I wished that [ could sev her more often. 

Yet to me she never seemed far away. [he communion of thought, evoked 
partly by great affection which existed, as | think [ may gay, vn both sides 
partly by similarity of tastes and interests, prevented any chill of absence or 
distance.

This book was a kind of introduction to a publication of the 
celebrated large commentary of the Pentateuch of Raschbam, which was pub- 
During the last years, Dr. Rosin busied himself with the critical ‘publication 
of the poems of Abraham Ibn Ezra, and also translated his poems, . 
The science of Judaism is much the poorer by tbe death of Dr. Rosin 
and he will be much missed by his colleagues and pupils, and all who had the 
good fortune to know him, for he was greatly beloved for his: gentle manners 
and unassuming ways, His memory will never fade. 


“FROM AN OLD PUPIL, 


The lest of the older teachers of the Breslau Rabbinical Seminary has been 
taken from us, Dr. David Rosin died last week. For many decades he had 
been one of the most beloved of the teaching staff of the great institution which 
has given Rabbis and preachers to so many Jewish congregations. Not one of 
the most original or most brilliant of those who taught at the Seminary, he 
was, perhaps, the most beloved, and certainly succeeded, as n» one else did, in 
gathering around him the pupils of the many nationalities, of the varied tastes 
and degrees of culture that were to ba seenin Breslau. If a student’s attach- 
ment to traditional Judaism were strong, it was sureto grow stronger; if it 
were weak, it was sure to grow less weak when it was brought into contact with 
Ir. Rosin’s simple and loving faith. If one special characteristic might be said to 
belong to Dr, Rosin, we should like to say it was “ Anhiinglichkeit.” 

At the Seminary, Dr. Rosin taught the Preparatory Class German literature, 


and to those who were theological students, Bible exegesis and, Homiletics, Graetz 


also taught the former subject. Rosin had not the brilliancy of Graete, but 
Rosin took the text not to criticise, but to learn from ina childlike and simple 
spirit. He was far from being unacquainted with modern Biblical criticism, 
' but he bad a dread of going to the Scriptures to discover errors and suggest 
corrections, The present writer remembers in his early days saying to Rosin 
that he thought the Feast of Hanuca rested upona stronger historical basis 
than the Purim Festival, Rosin seemed pained that one of his pupils should

In Homiletics Rosin was a little pedantic. He laid great stress upon the 


orthodox German division into an introduction and three parts, but this teaching 


was very vaiuable. There were two points he always insisted upon—that the 
subject of the sermon should be thought out and stated clearly, and that a 
sermon Was not an easay, but was to be distinguished from it by verve and a vein 
of poetry. For the poetry of the sermon he used to recommend Sachs as a 
model, for genius and point and conciseness, Dr, Joel. 

Dr. Rosin’s literary work was not “epoch-making.” It is only the few who can. 
make or mark a new era, but all his work was useful work, and (what is of equal 
importance) it was conscientiously done, and with real love for his subiect. The 
greater portion of it was published in the yearly reports of the Breslau 
Seminary, His edition of the commentary of Rabbi Samuel ben Meir, the 
exegetist who had so much of the modern spirit, was a distinct work 
and is an excellent example of Rosin’s carefulness. He wrote essays 
on the Sefer Haehinnuch. and on the Ethics of Maimonides, and gave 
us some charming translations of the reigious poetry of Abraham 
fbn Ezra and of bis poetical introduction to his commentaries on the Pentateuch 
For the Jewish (varterly Review he wrote an essay on the Ethies of Ibn 
Gebirol, and rightly sought for Gebirol’s real ethical teaching in the “ Kether 
Malcbut _Tather than in the “ Fons Vitae,” He also wrote on the Mnemoni 
System adopted by Saadia. |

WOMEN are not of ove wind. “Bume of them ery out rather loudly for 
admission to wider spheres of influence ; ; others, who claim to belong to the 
old-fashioned type, protest with equal volume of voice that they are content 
with the career provided by the cultivation of their own homes. Extremists 
are illogical, and women with extreme views are not less apt than men to 
stumble into this easy pitfall, The two ideals of woman’s work are not only 
compatible in theory, they have often been united in practice with con- 
spicuously successful results. Why should not a good mother have a corner 
in her heart fur other women’s poorer offspring? If she have that sympathy, 
how can she give effect to her generous sentiment, without 
combination with other women equally benevolent.? Nor can we see why the 
higher education of v..men must imply, as some of our fair correspondents 
imagine, an incapacity to grapple with the duties of home; we are quite 
unable to conceive why the girl who can solve a problem in Differential Cal- 
culus must necessarily be beaten by the simpler puzzles and perplexities of 
household management. The fault lies not in the higher education of the 
daughter, but in the lower education of the mother. The mother of a clever 
daughter is so dazzled by her child’s progress, that she forces, or at least 
encourages, her to neglect home duties in favour of a complete abandonment 
of herself to her books. The fault, we repeat, is not that of higher education. 
We may hope one day to see the extinction of this fondness of Jews 
for cultivating their best points at the expense of their less good points, thu: 
creating a type of highly specialised character, one-sided and incomplete.

I was not quite a willing visitor to the offices of the Jewish Board of 
Guardiansin Devonshire Square when I went there one evening last week; nor was 
my visit the result of any spontaneous exhibition of philanthropy on my part, 
It came about in this way. I was being importuned for that guinea which I 
grudgingly gave to the Board annually as a donation. I do not subscribe 
because there is a mechanical mediocrity about subscribing which takes all the 
gloss off the luxury of indulging in charitable contributions, No, I like to be 
canvassed for money as well as for votes. I pronise neither freely, for the 
asking, And when I give either I like to know that I bave valuable con. 
sideration, Well, Kuwas airily reminded of ‘ that guinea, you know, which you 
gave last year to the Board.” I did not like that cool assurance of expecting 
me to give a donation as a matter of course, I replied that I was not at all 
willing to give that guinea; “ the fact is I do not like the Board’s methods.” I 
had read about “New Dapartures,’ and what not, and became couvincad 
that there was quite a virtue involved in saving that guinea. “Do you know 
anything about the Board’s methods ; have you ever been to Devonshire 
Square?” I wasasked. ‘ Well, no, I have not been there, but I know quite 
enough. I have read and heard about their ways. Basides, did they aot refuse 
to help that minyan-man, who wrote a letter to mg, on the ridiculous 
plea that he was au inveterate beggar—bosides a minyan-man. As if a man 
I was told that I was very 
illogica!, and was fast seeing that guinea being extracted from me when, as a 
desperate remedy, I accepted the challenge of payingavsit to the Board's 
offices. My importuner was quite entbusiastit—much more so than I have 
ever seen him over that guinea. He arranged to be my chaperon. I was to 
go on “one of his nights,’ when he was attending on the Relief Rota. And 
to be quite certain that [ should not fail him, he arranged to call for 
me at my office. [ made the best of the position, and did not 
fail him. We went together to Devonshire Square, and that visit has created 
quite a revolution in my conception of the Board’s methods and also of its 
officers, but more particularly of its clients. I was there for some four hours, 
Not even when [ have s2rved ona jury—to mea time of trial indeed—have I 
had a more perplexing time, more curious changes of opinion, and had my 
impulsive judgment shown to bs more at fault by Wiser counsel, I cannot go 
through the tediously long list of about niaety “cases.” that were relieved at the 
one sitting Lattended. It will suffice if I take a few typical cases at random to 
explain the process my ‘conversion.’ 

The first was a “visitor’s” case. Tne main had applied to be “set-up in a 
shop.” He was not particular whit shop, so long as it wasa shop. There was 
quite an epidemic of such applications, I was told, and it was ouly possible to 
sift them satisfactorily by means of a visitor who could discuss the 
matter thoroughly with the applicants, The report was quite an elaborate 
affair, I wasted somo precious time in asking about this ‘‘ New Departure,” and 
found that there were visitors and visitors; just as there are cases and cases. 
Some visitors are thoroughly business-like, more quite the reverse. A few lady 
visitors are painstaking and methodical, witha clear perception of the needs of 
a case; ani not a few are fussy, well-m3aning young women, who work by fits 
and staris: now takng up a case with intense interest, and then, just ata 
critical moment, dropping it altogether when it has passed the ‘interesting’’ 
stage, The whole of the circumstances of the shop were gone into minutely, 
but as no less than about £2) was involved, it was onca more postponed as 
there was yet another detail to ba cleared up, Oaly a portion of the money 


would ba given by the Board, the bulk being contributed by private donors who 


allow themselves to be drawn upon for such purposes. 

The next case was by uo means interesting : an old man, who bad been ono 
of the most regular recipients of relief from the Board for the last twenty years. 
He was relieved in jast half-a-minute. He had always been a failure, and he 
was a failure in point of interest that evening. T'he man said not a word, “ No, 
_meaning five shillings in cash 
and five shillings in bread and meat tickets}. The man appeared, he took the 
dole and disappeared, If anyone suffers from ennui, [ can recommend a remedy: 
Take up this case as an experimental “ New Dopartare.” Approach it with a 
strong determination to “nurse” it for say six months at least, and make the 
man worthy of something better than “ the usual five-and-five” treatment. The 
ennui would be cured, I warrant, even if the man were not. And there are 
hundreds such who personally see to it, too, that “the poor shall never cease 
from the land.” ‘The average family of these “ hopeless ’’*cases is not less than

7 | I. A, 
THE JEWISH HISTORIGAL SOCIETY OF 
MANOHESTER. 


The new seasion of the Jewish Historical Society of Manchester 
was opened on Monday evening last, when a large audience greeted 
the new President, Mr. David 8S. Bles, J.P., and the lecturer, Mr, Israel 
Abrahams, who spoke on “Judas Maccabeus,.” The out-going President, Mr, 
Belisha, presented a satisfactory record of last year’s work, and the distribution 
‘of prizes followed his able report. The chief priz2 winners were Messrs, J. 
Lustgarten, senior and junior, The Rev. I. M. Simmons bore the brunt of the 
work, and his course last year was followed with enthusiasm by a large class of 
students. The Rev. H, Levin replaces Mr, N. Harris as honorary secretary ; the 
other honorary officers, remain unchanged. There seems little doubt that the 
Society is now fairly launched, and that it has before it a hopeful and 
prosperous career. During the session lectures will be delivered by the Revs, 
Dr. Salomon, L. M. Simmons, I. Simon, 8. Friedeberg, and J. H. Valentine, and 
by Prof, Alexander. 

The following is a summary of some of the leading points of Mr, Abrahams 
lecture :— | 

Ages have their characters no less than individuals, The note of the 
Maccabean age was its greatness. Its unity of purpose was not mere fanaticism. 
The fanatic tights without appreciating the merits of the opposed ideals, the 
Maccabeans resisted Hellenism while fully conscious of all the fascinating worth 
of the Greek life. For, until the crisis came, it was not merely the impious 
aristocrats who had absorbed Greek ways of living and thinking. There were 
many pious and moderate men in whore minds the fusion between Helienism 
and Hebraism had made considerable progress. This was shown by the 
apocryphal book “ Ecclesiasticus,” written a generation before Antiochus, viz , 
about 200 B.c. In this book, side by side with a complete devotion to the Law and 
to Hebrew sentiment, might be found such Hellenistic ideas as the need of 
leisure for acquiring wisdom, the value of social entertainments, the praise of 
bodily health, an admission of the charms of music and of beauty in form. 
This fusion might have continued and the problem on whose solution the future | 
of the world depends might have been ended two thousand years ago, But the 
violence of Antiochus and the excesses of the Aristocratic party prevented this 
natural evolution. Antiochus was termed “ madman,” not by Jewish historians 
but originally by Polybius. He was aman of genius near allied to insanity, His 
policy was that of a crafty statesman ; his freaks and practical jokes those of a 
silly boy. The Jewish nation wasroused to resistance, To fan the enthusiasm, 
inspiring religious romances like Judith were composed, for henceforth direct 
prophecy ceases, and the teachers of Israel employ the book rather than the 
spoken word. The success of Judas Maccabeus wascomplete, for though in the 


end he was defeated, yet after the year 162 B.c., the Syrians never again 


attempted to crush Judaism. Religious liberty was won once for all, and was” 
never threatened again while the Jews retained their nationality. Asa general 
and a statesman Judas was fully known to us, but scarcely a detail was pre- 
served of himasaman. His chief points were his tenderness towards those less 
determined than himself, and his cheerfulness, for he “fought the battles of 
the Lord with cheerfulness.” Oromwell never smiled. was what marked 
off the Maccabean from the Puritan movement, Judas and his following were 
able to fear God and to love him at one and the same time, Hence the Macca- 
beans produced poets, the Puritans theologians, and thus the latter put back for 
our own time the problem of Hellenism versus Hebraism. It is we who must 
discover how to combine culture with righteousnes. Well was it for us that the | 
Maccabeans succeeded in winning righteousness from the embrace of a low and 
debased Hellenism. : |
